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Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 -7 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art made of record fails to teach/show a control system for an internal 
combustion engine comprising if during a specific steady operation state, an actual 
intake pipe pressure is different from a target intake pipe pressure set during the 
specific steady operation state, calculate a first correction amount for one of the throttle 
valve value and the variable valve control value by changing the one of the throttle valve 
control value and the variable valve control value so that the actual intake pipe pressure 
becomes equal to the target intake pipe pressure, if at this time the actual amount of 
intake air is still different from a target amount of intake air set during the specific steady 
operation state, calculate a second correction amount for another one of the throttle 
valve control value and the variable valve control value by changing the another one of 
the throttle valve control value and the variable valve control value so that the actual 
mount of intake air becomes equal to the target amount of intake air and use the second 
correction amount to further correct the one of the throttle valve control value and the 
variable valve control value corrected by the first correction amount.
